Causes For Sit-Down Strikes 


the police enforce this 


In order to be qualified to pass intelligent judgment 
upon any extraordinary or unusual act of individuals or 
collective groups it is necessary to know the actual and 
real reasons why such acts were carried into execution. 
Sit-down strikes cannot be understood or dealt with fairly 
or sensibly unless their causes are known and understood. 

What are the underlying causes of practically all of 
these sit-down strikes? Here are some of the principal 
ones: 

1. Useof courts to nullify laws requiring employers 
to bargain collectively by declaring them unconstitutional, 
without they themselves having any constitutional auth- | 
ority so to do. 

2. Usurped practice of courts to issue injunctions in 
labor disputes in order to supply decrees by which striking 
workmen can be jailed for contempt of court and thus 
facilitate the breaking of strikes with strikebreakers. 

3. Total disregard by employers of regularly enacted 
labor laws and ruthless trampling on civil and constitu- 
tional rights of their workers. 

4. Use of militia and police to help such employers 
violate the lawful rights of workers and intimidate them 
into submission by free use of “‘finks’’ to wreck their work- 
ing and living conditions. 

5. Use of hired spies and unprincipled thugs and de- 
tectives to foment and commit overt acts to supply an 
excuse for beating up, shooting down, tear gassing un- 
armed and defenseless workmen, and by other means 
create anti-union public sentiment by placing the blame 
for such acts on the unions. 

6. Discharge of workmen for joining unions and 
following up such discharge with blacklists barring them 
from employment by other associated anti-union employ- 
ers, who are joined together for the purpose of breaking 
up all attempts of their employes to organize. 

7. A pronounced and unmistakable attitude of “to 
hell with all labor laws and to hell with al] portions of the 
constitution that protect rights of labor,” by employers 
who have been used to having courts, militia and police 
line up on their side of the fight in practically all strikes 
of any moment. 

In short a long chain of usurped and outright illegal 
acts by the constituted authorities and a total disregard 
by employers of existing laws and brazen trampling on 
the rights of workmen, guaranteed by the constitution of 
the United States, have finally goaded, mistreated work- | 
men to the extremity of combatting all this lawlessness 
and violence against them by resorting to sit-down strikes. 

All of these and many more injustices practiced 
against labor have entered into causing practically every 
sit-down strike that has taken place thus far. In the places 
where these strikes have occurred on a large scale and at- | 
tracted national attention it is evident that public senti-_ 
ment was heavily on the side of the sit-downers. 

Why was this? It was because they were fighting for 
their legal right to organize in order that they and their 
families may enjoy larger, better and more secure lives in 
the future. The sit-downers were fighting for their right 
to live and be secure in exercising their lawful right to join 
unions and be active members thereof without losing their 
jobs and at the same time being deprived of all chance of 
getting other jobs in the line of work in which they had 
spent years to become proficient. 


Fair-minded and reasonable people, who really know 
what it is all about, back there in Detroit and other places 
are with the sit-downers for much the same reason that 
the act of killing another in self-defense is recognized by 
law and upheld by public opinion as justifiable homicide.
